Le Roy, the fcaetary of that 
fociety, repentant when he beheld the revolution, thus 
dcfcribes the club : " The following were our occupation; ; 
" the molt of thofe works which have appeared for a long 
" time pall againft relisfion, morals, and government, were 
" ours, or thofe of authors devoted to us. They were all 
" compofed by the members, or by the order of the fociety. 
" Before they were fent to the prefs, they were delivered 
" in at our office ; there we revifed and correfted them, .->nd 
" added to or curtailed them, according :i5 circumftances 
« required. — We began by printing them on fine or ordf- 
" nary paper, in fufficitnt number to pay our expcnces, and 
" then an immenfe number on the commonefl. paper. The!-; 
" latter we fent, free of coft, or nearly fo, to hawkers and 
« bookfellers, who were to circulate them among the people 
« at the loweft rate. Such were the means ufed to pervert 
" the people, and bring them to the ftaic in which you 
<' now behold them. I Ihall not behold them 1 <i!^, for I 
« fliall die of grief and remorfci" (Vol. I. p. 335}— and 
he really died a Ihort t'mc aUer.

This is an awful reflexion for honeft Miifons, who in 
their Jlrft de_;ieL> interpret their fecret of Equnliiy and Li- 
berty only as an Equality within the Lodge among each 
other, without any other diftinaion than that of the de- 
grees ; and a Liberty to do good, which, it is to be hoped, 
needs not the moft bloody Oaths of Secrecy tn practice. 

But when we come to the third volume, a quite different 
fcenc opens itfelf.

The fondeft parent never fo foli- 
cttoufiy watched his moft beloved child, nor bei:hou£i;ht 
himfeU of fo many arcs for its prcfcrvation as this aftonifii- 
iiig prototype of r.hellion h.-.s invented for the perdition of 
Man both in this life and the ncxL No ; Satan, when 
feeking vengeance again{t his Divine Creator, would have

Singuhr to fay, the Sophifters of Impiety, fccking to re- 
cruit their ranks, when become- the Sophifters of Rebellion, 
h::d flocked t ) the iVJafonic Lodges; and it is throuoh the 
menns t,f thofc very Lodges alfo tliat llluminifm has over- 
whelmed Europe with its curfes. 

The Ahbe, .nfter having given every particubr of the 
codcof IHuminifm, or of the Antisocial Consi'iracv, 
proceeds to delineate the hiftorical part of lijuniinifm, and 
then applies the triple confpiracy to the French revolution. 
He dckrihes the Baron Knigge intriguing at WiluMiifi)::!!, 
where the Frccmafans from all parts of tiie v.'oild had 
aflembled.

It is fin.:ul..r to foe 
the art with which even the Novices arc piepared tor tlic 
moft atrocious deeds.

It is with 
regret I find rnvfclf compellcl to fay, that fcarcely an 
univerfity in the north of Germany has cfcaped the plots 
of the Sea ; and, at Jena, the magiftrates were obliged 
to interfere, the fcholars (m^iny of them not ten years of 
age) having formed one of thofe fecret focieties under the 
name of Anncijis, and were difcovercd to he nothing but 
young lUuminccs training up, and nurtur«l in their abo- 
minable principles under the fecret direaion of more hard- 
encd feducers. The reports to the Superiors are irrefra- 
pabb proofs of their baleful conquefts in fchools and femi- 
Lies, though they never loft fight of COUNTRY schools.

When lUumimfm had fpread itfelf throughout Ger- 
many, Italy, Switzerland, and Holland, it was thought 
proper to malcc an attack on France, -which had not hi- 
therto been tampered with, on account of the f^ery and 
hafty difpofition of its inhabitants.

only by different means. They had fpread all oeer Europf, 
and travelling adepts initiated into the myfterirs fuch Ma- 
tans as were judged worthy of them. Fin they ropro-

A^c. Jf.) — Such wa>-. the pl;in n:i which this aiTociLitioii 
WHS to hi' fumicsl, aiu it was recummenJed to the people 
of Bclfail by u Mr. 'ione. Oii tiie 9th of November, 
1791, the day on which the afl'ociatioji was inftituied :■! 
I>ubli!i, a fmiilar invitation was publiflied by it, and was 
fipneJ Nnppcr Tandy. Thus do we find that Liberty, 
Lquiility, ci,crecy, Union, and the Rights of man, were the 
real objctis of this aflociatiim. It is true that Parliameiitarv 
Rcfunn and Catholic Fniancipatien were held out as their 
o;;ly cbjciTU ; but it lias ilnce appeared upon oath, that 
thcle were only pretexts, and that " tlie people in Lein- 
" rtt-r, -Munfl^er, and Cijnnaujihc did iu>t care the value of 
" a pen, or tlieJrop of ink it co;:t:;iiied, for Piirliamin- 
" tary Ref:rn! ci Ctitk-Jtii Ema>hlp,:thti." — {JppcuJix, 
S'o. A'AWI.) 

Their Forms and Regulations were islfo M.if nic— 
Members were honorary or ofdiii^rv, and admittLd be- 
tween two Jps/ifirs, who \(.iiehcd for the charadters and 
principles of the Ciindidares. 'ihc Ugn and word were 
adopted. Funds were produced by aJmiffioii fees, loans, 
ajid voluntary contributions of the ^'- Jrijhcruts." Taxes 
jifo of one penny per month were, lev cd on the indivi- 
duals of the uilLciatiun, and were gencrallv tranlniitted 
diiuugb regular gradations to the High Superiors. A-lany 
ctianges, ho'vcver, t<x)k ; l:'iv ^w this fubjedf, and latti.rly 
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threepence per month was levi.d. Thrfr fundi were 
not even entrufted to the Provincial Commitr:... ; Wt 
a member of the Executive atti nded to carry av.ay the 
monies as foon as they were received. — It is n uc, indeed, 
that the Executive accounted to the Provinci.d Committee 
once every three months. 

A Chairman, or Mafler, prefided over the I.cxlges, whofc 
duty it was to prclerve order and dii^Jt debate"; he had 
the power of fining refractory member^, to the amouiit of 
five fhiliincs, and even of expelling themembcr if he conti- 
nued to be contumacious ; as alfo to crafe fuch mcn'.bcra 
as did not attend their duty ..Iter they had been ferved 
with a regular notice. Officers were appointed, and the 
lecrctaries always belonged to a higher degree. The co". 
catenation of the degrees perflttly coincide s with Wcii- 
haupt's plan, as the following fcaie of correfpondencc (of 
National, Provincial, County, and Baronial Committees, 
emanating from the Individual Societies) will dcmonft.ate. 
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When an Individual Society amounted u, CnhtvUK 
mcnibcrs, it was equally divided bv lot. Th. firft ei.h- 
tcvn dra^v., by the i^^cretary were confidered as the femor 
'ocicty, the remaining cighfcn i;,:,n.d the junior .jd.t, 
and received its number from the Baronial" Ccuivir, v 
'hruujh tiic medium of thefoiior fpljc. 
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The naroni.l Ct.n-iT.ulce was crmpr>M cf the fccrt:- 
tirics, trcalurn-s, and a dele-ate from each liidividur.l lo- 
ciety i:nder their direaion. The Ccaniy and Provincial 
Committee? were to be compofcd of the fccretarks, trea- 
furc- and a dck-atc from the Committees immediately 
under thcru.-(Ibiu. Ko. II.) l^-^^^^^ ^^'^^ fubdivided into 
its foil- Provinces, and its tliirty-two Counties; butasfocn 
as two County Committees were formed, the Provincial 
Committee of'ihit province was to be chofen. When two 
Provincial Comm- .cs had been elcacd, the National was 
formed of fiv<- members from eacli Provincial Committee. 

No petfon whatever could n-.e-.ition the names of com- 
mittee-men: they were not even known to thofe who had 
cleaed them in the cafe of the Naiioiial or Exccut;V5 
Committee, the fecrctarics of the Pro/mcial that examind 
the ballot onlv informing the pcrfons who had the majo- 
rity of votes, 'without reporting to tho tleftors. Thus 
war. the foclctv entirely P,overned by nnh.-oivu Superiors. 

When any qucllions were propofcd in an inl^rior lo- 
ciety, and this focicty wiDied to tranfmit them to other 
fbcicii^ s (eith^^r to -et information cm the ail^jefl, or for 
any other rcafon) it w... to llr.d them to the committee 
under whofe immediate direaion it mi^-lit be. 

Stran'ye members were admitted to the meetings (or, as 
they itrmed it, « to the hon.urs if tht /itun:^ " ) on pro- 
ducinj their credentials; but the fccretaries made no re- 
turns in their pretence. 

A teft was taken by every c.indid;;tc previous to his 
admiffion, in a f.pauitc roo.n, in nrc^-ence of his two fpon- 
fors and of a member d-U.Mad by the Mailer ftir that 
purpofe. The teft was dccb.red to b^j " a fecial and fa- 
crcdcompaSl" and was in the words following: " I, yl.B. 
« do voluntarily declare, that 1 will pcrlevere in endea- 

" vourin2 



« vourinj to form a biothedioud of affeaion amoqg 
" Liflimen of evejy religious perfuafion, and that I will 
" alfo perfevere in my er.Jc.ivours to obiain an equal, full, 
" and adequate rcprtlntation of all thi piiu'le of Irc- 
" land. I do farther declare, that neither hopes nor fears, 
" rewards r.or punKhmeiu:^, fliall ever induce me, direaiy 
" or iiiJireclly, to inform or give evidence againft any

" aa or cxprcilion cf tlijiis dune or made collectively or 
" indiviuuaiiv, in or out of this fociety, in purfuance of 
" thefpiiit of this obligation."— f //-/(/. Xo. 11.) 

Dublin, Beifiift, ar,d Nc.vry, v.erc nov/ b come tho 
head-quaiiers of the new confpirLicy. The latter town 
even enjoyed the extlufivc p:ivilege of printing the con- 
ftituti(;ns ui the aflociatici:, till by a decree of the yth De- 
cember 1796 it v.as relb'.ved, that they fliould be priiUcd 
in three different parts of the Kingdom for convcnicnr/ s 
fake. A delegate was dfo deputed from thence into the 
county of Cavan and the province of Leinfter, where he 
founded a number of ftjcieties. The whole county of 
Antrim was foon in a ferment; its inh:-.biti;nts were dif- 
fenters, whofe religious tenets bordered on democracy. — 
The new-fangled Rights ;;f M: n began to be the favourite- 
theme of all the difcontented in Europe ; Paiiie's 'VVork^ 
were profufely diflributed among the liifh; publications 
(fall forts and fr/.es were circulated, holding out " I^no- 
" rtuict' a? the demon of d.fci..id — Union, as power, v.-if- 
" dom, and the road to liberty," and teaching the riling 
brcthei!io( d " that a m.ore unjufl: onftitution couivl not

this afi,.rti<iii have Lit 1 1 v acquired, when that badg-.- was 
worn by peiimis wiioiL' duty it Is ever to be above party 
prejudice!) v.hiie, as in the county of Armagh, which had 
been the fccn- < S iraich itnfe betwi-.:; ih>; omtendino- par- 
ties, the Se(5t ibcceeded in uniting and iu'iLHiing them in 
one comm-in ciiife 2r>au-.(l tlioil- who v/erc h.-ld out as 
the opprell'i 1,; of tlie ftate. 

The ciiain of correfpondence once perfectly ell: blifliu', 
communicuions were opened with Kngland and Scotlai d, 
and ncgocia(irn= rarried on with the Frinch durins the 
laft fix ini',.th.>of 1795; :"iJ '" Ajir:! 1796 the outlines 
of a Treaty with Fr.nce was d^awn up by die Nu'cional 

Committer, and ts.mfmitted to the Fimch Direftorv. 

In the ni in time the SecT: continued to propa-aie its 
pMnct|)li.., and enroll recruits, and o:: t le 8;h of Novem- 
ber all the alTiiciatiens received "ruuis to htJd thcmfelves 
in readintfs to 1 ife, und to procure arms and ammunition, 
as the French were immediately expeclvd. 

On the 24th of December the French reallv did make 
their aiiptar;ncv at Hantry ; and, ftrange to fay', they W( re 
not 1 . .Hi.J( d in tlieir attempts by the people, who uni- 
vcilally rr.fe in the South to oppofe their invaders ; but 
this is accf.unted for in. a ftill more extraordinary manner. 
'j he Executive had received news, that the French h;.d 
deferred thei; expedition till fpring ; tins circumftance 
threw them " ofl" their gu:ird, and in conlequencc of it 
" no meafur.s v.erc t;ik:eji to prepare the people for the 
" reception of t::. I'Veiich army. Xh popli iveie left ta 
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u ^i,;,^ifiy:s." I liope in G-.d tint this avoival, mnde V/ 
one of their intended G'vcrncirs, may prove a wholclotno 
Icflbn to that i:.nu' people, and encouraee them to follow 
the Icynl nnd tjcnuinc didatcs of tht-lt hearts. — (Ibtdtm, 
N,. XXX!. ) 

\n futuiv, f!ie bullncl^ th::t v,x\ tlu.-ily rcctipv the 
Committee? will be reports on men, arm?, and money, 
which latter article -ppears to have been a fubjca of gre^t 
conuntlon. Y.?.ch ->-rcc thrught itCclf intiiled to d.l- 
pofc of at kail n i-....t of ±^^^ h'^J^ ; and iacb h.d been 
tl !.w orii.inally ; but the II'^i Suv-.ri.cs lound it n.-ccl- 
i;,rv t-.. dcclr.re, th ..t no Cominitteu bJ.o-.v the County 
iliouM he empowered to difpofe of the funds. Soon after 
th^s power was confined to tl.u Pro/inci;!!, .u.l ultnnately 
one of the Executive Dircaors always alicndcd at the 
I'rovir.cial Committee to cnrry uway ^vith him .■, the Na- 
tional Committee whatever contributions had been levied 
on the brotherhood. I'he jcaloufy of the brotherhood, 
obliged the National Committee at one tnnc to lilne 
a proclamation, dechvring that nit " one p;r:^:y cj iLir 
mon^y bad been cxpni4ed any oih.r tuay than that it 
v,as intended f-r." The vigilance of Government g;-ca'- 
ly cci'.tributcd to augment the cxpcnces of the Sefl, 
as mzwf of tlic members were taken up and brought to 
'trial. Thefc were defended at the expcncj of th€ bro- 
therhood. A rejub^r Committee for the defence of pri- 
foners travelled the circuits ; and the eminent talents of 
Mr. Curran (employed at a great expence) will ever ftand 
a voucher that jufticc was done the prifor.crs wherever he 
was prcfent. Large fums were fubfcribed by "..U claffes, 
-.nd the duped ariil crats (or, as one of the fccrctancs 
ftylcs them, the Aniflorrkhs) contributed at one fm" e 
lubfcription, in the county of Antrim, 37 V*- A^ th: 
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fpring affixes of 1797, hvld in the county of Down, 75«1' 
were expended, and a fafc convcy.Tice h?J b^n procurctl 
to the ptifoaers tint v/ere confined in the jail of that 
co!!nty. This, however, was not the only means cf de- 
fence d.-viibd; for it was given as the opinion of a County 
Comm'.ttce, " that if there is any United Iri'fhmcn on the 
« jury th t v.'iii coniviai: ai.v <>'! ih: prifoncrs that is con- 
" fined tbi- being United Iriibmen, ought to lofe thtlr 
« r.v //?,;.'<:.." The cxpcncc; became fo heavy at length, 
frv.m buying arms and fupporting and defending prifoncrs, 
th.it a lottery wr.s f^t on foot ; but what reader would fiif- 
pea (as was rtally the f :!:) that this mcafure was ob- 
jcftcd to, on the plea that it .ncoura^cd thi immoraUty of 
the pesple ? 

To return to the r.cw military organizr.tion of the Scfl. 
It was ordered, th;-.*: every Karonial Committee fhould 
form its three individual fociotics into .1 company of one 
hundred nu-n, choofin;; one r-pt.-.in, two lieutenants, and 
five lerjcaiits ; toLil 108, The reader has already f^cn 
how c>:r><fT:!y the corrcfponding fcale coincided with Wcif- 
haupt's Illuminifm; but when the military formation be- 
gan to t: kc cffea, and the numbers incrcafcd beyond all 
cx;iea,ition, It was deemed ncccflary to extend and dinnge 
certain pans of this fcalc. Greater danger attending the 
taking; of .irms, the individual focieties began to fpiit as 
foon as their numbers amounted to twelve. Thofc wore 
to be ner.r neighbcurs, the belter to watch over each 
ether's adions and to er.fure fccrecy. 1 hj fccretarics 
r.loiio were to form the higher committees. They were 
thj bearers of all orders from tlie hijher to the lov/cr 
d'j-recs; they reported the progrefs nv^dc by, and the vie.s 
of, ihc Sea, in as much as it was thought necefiary to Ix 
them into the lie:, t ; f.r we find that even tlis Cnmty 
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Committees v/cre iicit in the fccivt ;!<; to the nature or" the 
engagements entered into with the French. What un- 
h;:ppy deluded people then were the lower anbciators, who 
were informed of nothing, hu; v.'cre to be the merfi 
agents of rebellion and murder, and were hurried on into 
this abyfs of horrors by a few political lib.rtines v.-h<, 
grafped at dominion, and wiflied to wrde to the h-lm of 
the ftate throu|rh the blood of their counir'.mon ! Ne- 
vertheleG, every petty pitco of information that was 
tranfmittcd to the hiwer degrees v. -s ityk-d a R,'psrt to 
ihiir ConjVit'.icnti. 

According to the new fc.^.Je it v.v.s ordained, that ti-.; 
hidivhiunl Sodak, fliould be under the J.rcaion of one 
Barmlal Committee; ten Barcn!.!!. to one i<p<;r Bars- 
nial; and in large towns ten -ifprr Baromais to one 
fiifiriil. But as f )on as a Count)- conL.ii.cd fnir or more 
Diftrict Committees, the County Committee was cieatcd. 
When committees had been appoii-tcd in two counties, 
the Provincial Committee was formed uf two delegates 
from each, and the National Committee (or the Execu- 
tive) of fii-e delegates from each of the fi.ur Piovinciai 
Committees th.M.gh the National Committee was formed 
as foon as two Provincial Committees had been elefled. 
A part of this Executive was ftationary in each province ; 
and it appears that Dublin, Cork, and Ga.'wav, were their 
rcridcncc in three provinces ; but with rcfpect to UJfter, 
it docs liot appear whether Eelfaft, Arm:igh, or Newry, 
could claim the honour. Erom this new formation, 
each upppr Haronial will be found to contain a rcnmenr 
(Ibitl. XXIV.) "^

The c:,pt,.Ins elected tbe colonel-, and the latter pro- 
pc.fi;d three perfoiiS, one of whi m w;-.s crc.-ted adjutant- 
general by thi national committee. It may not be im- 
proj^cr here to lemark thu' care with which thefe higher 
confpirators fuughi to pa-fervc their authority in their own 
hands, even in cafe of a revolution ; for when there was u 
queftion afterward of formii-g a national aJcmhU^ it was 
refolvcd chat each of the thirty-two counties fhould depute 
one perlun to be added to the executive, all lower fucietics 
being caft out of the b.il.ince, and o;ily to be confidered as 
agents, who, ai'tcr having been r!..bbei of every moral and 
civil virtue, were to raife on high their fanguinary cliiefs 
and feducers, crlutted with the blc^J ol iheir lawful vn- 
vernors. 

Here we fee the amazing progrefs made and the great 
powjr acquired fince the 9th of Noveinb.r, 179 1. Everv 
thing now took a feriou:, ;ind military turn. The ntw- 
cleCted ofiicxrs -were in/trii£fed tojluiij t,iitics and acquin. 
every fpecies of military information with refpeft to roads, 
magazines, mills &c. Plans were devifcd for thefupportof 
the wives and children " /hiring the ex. rtions of the Bro' 
" tbcrhood in the field." t»ery thing that could thw.;;; 
government was difcuflV 1 and refolved. The confumptinn 
of fpirii-. w:'s prohibited, in order to Lurt the exeik-; 
bank-notes were cried down ; and even the buyin- ot 
quit-rents w:is expn (Tly forbidden. In thonum tirnt tlie 
High Su! eriurr. fi'.v thut this armed mob could not he com- 
petent of themfeh >..^ .o cope with the kin-'s troops ; a m..uis 
of" debauching the latter from their u!l.giance was there- 
fore cor.trived. Hand-bills were privily circulated, hold- 
ing out tl'.cir officeis " r . tyrar.ts th:U ha i rebelled a.;;iiiit 
" thf rights of miiiif and whoPj ordeis v.vre d-.m: ..IL' ;" 
bills, in Jjjcrt, of the moft iiiflaminatorv iisturc ww : dif- 
1 p.ifed 
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■poffed among the military hy the towir'- people, v.lio were 
lijiargcd with the feduflion of the tircop<, of tlieir garrifo!!. 
They fwDic-iii k)iv,c fmv of the fiildi-is ; thcfc fwvre 
others -, nnJ when their number wcs fufliciem, fodrtics 
were frunuJ in the regiments. Here a-rain we find the 
JI^H and wordf which were cnai:'_-J every mor.h ; the 
catcchifin tur reco^^nlzing a true brother ; ;ind i.hc oath, 
wliich w.'.s, " to be true to the French rcjiublic, and to 
" take the life of any m.ui who would ::Ltten!pt to tiil- 
•* cover... The rule for reckoning en fiienJs iimoitg 
the military v/a?, " th.-<t in cufe llic perf nfwom is ?.n 
" UniivJ I,i[hmsn, I'.rid hp.-> not ti.ken vuiy :.v:nv'c fti'p;

They were alfo tampered with refpecJino; their p;.yv 
When ; 11 this had fufTicitntly i"acceej;.d, " a fjldier in 
*' each company was appointed to make a return of united

" fte-idiefl men" from each regiment " were employed to 
" carry thcfe returns" to the iowns-peoplc. Thefe, in 
rerarii, inibrmid them i.f the p-. ^.rcfs made by the Se£t in 
Irelaiul, and of it; ni'mb:rs on-board the Englijh and 
Frtnch fleet ; as - Ifo of all kinJ.s of news from the lat- 
ter. A plan was fcttkd, " that upon a fignal given, (and 
" this was fecting fire to a houfc, or fome I'uch token,) if 
" it was by day light, the nien fhould tuin out of the 
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« ranks; and if it was by night, aiiU it could be fo coii- 
" triveJ, an United Iriihman fhould be fentry at tho pate, 
" who was to fell the barrackks ; and fucli Uniteti Iriih- 
" men as wc.e within the barracks were to exert tbem- 
" felves in fcizing fuch arms and ammunition within a"? 
" they could gcti — If there were but thirty friends in th? 
" bariack-i, by having them difpcrfed up and down in the 
" rooms, when the attack w^5 to be m:;de, they could give 
" the arms to the towns-people." If any pan of the 
gnrrifon were not tia be depended upon, the cannons feizcd 
were to be prnntcJ on the barricks» or whole coipi; were 
to be cut off for rcfufing cu coalefce with tliem. Some 
of the brotherhood even went fp far as to attempt to let 
fire to the ftores ; but the burning cojIs were luckily dif- 
covcred by a dr.-gorjn. Such was the phn for jarrifons 
and towns ; the mode of proceeding in camp is cxempH- 
ficd in that of Bandr.n: " On the ift of July, 1797, the 
" country v.-s to be fet on tire on both ends and in thr 
" middle ; and tli, n, with what f; Jends l\\r. O'Jirien 
" near Bandon could fend them, and what friends they 
" hi'd in caiMj), about Four Hundred, they intended firJi 
'■ t.:king the cjnnon, and then taking the bell tents, with 
" tix- fnuL^l a;nis, which they would give to the cour:tr¥ 
" people lent by Mr. O'iirien, and then ^0 put Getii-iai 
" (::3t<: und as many GJj'.ccn ai they couH is dcuth^ and 
" retrc.it to iJantry, take poife-Tion of the battery, and 
" keepitifpoffibie till the French would lurid." It appeared 
th:a ■:x a future time, when a rifing was alfo to have tukcrs 
place, thatthe fi.ldieici-..<;i.'v tifut all their cffian ft death, 
and tht ymmaiiry alfo if they oppsfed them. h\ return fer 
lb iignal a Icrvicj:, the town of Skibberecn w,;5 to be

The 
violence of lii, own produclions may be prefumed from ths 
kiitence he palles on all the molt violent papurs of Enf- 
hm\ in his letter to his Brother. " We (Burdett and 
" himkjfj ordered you the Courier ; as to the mornin"- 
" papers ihcy are mere lumber in your office; fo we did 
" not fend you more than tlic Courier, as in the bufi, 
" ncfs of the Prefs we found it u '.lei's to luve any other." 
— [Triali at Mdidjhuc.) 

The Committc>:s; continued to receive daily rcnoits of 
the motions and dctermiiiations of their ail ies, the French- 
of thulr friends in England and in Scotlvtd; and of the 
immcnfc pro-ref. th.it the Scft v.-as making. November, 
1796, they are informed, « that fiur ,.t.y Societies arc 
" organized in Scotland, and that the County of Kerry 
" Militia required one hundred conftitutions ior their owij 
" ufc." In April, 1797, that « their numbers are im- 
" mcnfc in Lcinfter, though unacquainted witii the {yi~ 
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" icm of organization. In Ulfter ithcre were 1 16,844 
" men organised."* 

In May, a new fcene opens iefclf, which itnfurtunarely 
(hews us, that the Irifh Brotherhood were no ftrangcrs t« 
deliberate aflafEnation. Between the hrurs of eight and 
nine on a Sunday morning, the 7th of M;i'.-, 1797, a man 
of the name of James Dunn (a fmirh -.ma fwrier, who had 
been 'n Lord Carhampton's fcrvicc (ut the fpace of fifteen 
years, and lived in ahoufe at his Ii;rdfhii)'s park-gate) prc- 
'feiited liimfelf at a Bamniel Ccmi/.ittrr, held in a publiic- 
Jicufe, Strand-flrcet, Dublin. Mauice Dunn, tlie keep- 
er of the houfc, was his fpojifor, icid " »v..;!l.! ■.:■ ■;j;c hi> 
" life for him that he v/as up wjlrisl^lt." liureupon 
the figns of the Brotherhood were put to him ; ant) having- 
by his snlwers proved that he was a true and accepted. 
Brother, tiie chairman took the chair. James Duiin thcrj 
fiibmittcdto the Society, " that he and a few more friends 
" were thinking of doing cu! (fhoetin;;) Carhampton,

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« becaufe he was a great hindrance to matters getting 
« forward." This news eledrified the whole committee 
with joy. One exclaimed, " It is r/-.-.7/ news." " It is 
" glorious news," cried an. ^tiur : "k is thebeft news we 
" h:u'e heard yet," faid a third; and a fourth decl.ired, 
that " it would do more for the caufe than had ever b:jn 
clone before." Dunn then mentioned a narrow part of the 
road kr.iiin^ to I.uttr^iihnvn, and a ftone wall fr-im 
whence he ni: htiiave ■:xjlap at Lord Carhampton, who he 
faid was dnmnid wary^ and always carried piftols with 
him ; but one good blunderbufs w[;ii!d do r.s much as ten 
piflols. He then decL.red (;: :t four friends, Jolm Biode- 
riclc, Peter Rcllly, Patricl: Carty, and Ed. i\Iartiii, had 
engaged to join him ; on which the committLi,- named 
fcven of their nun^.bers todclibciale on lo imnortatit a ba- 
finefs, and or.K'rcd tl-.i;ii to rncyt at fcven o'cKxrk the fume 
evci;:n;,r, when Dunn ;.:id hi& companions were to attend. 
The cuftomary oath of fccrccv was taken by all prcfenr, 
to the number of 17; t!-.ey then pai tfd, af;cr divine- as 
the new word " a good act." At liven in theevonin r 
the delc;jated members met, one excepted. The oaili of 
fecrecy having been admiiiifleitd to the four friends, they 
were ir.troduced. Thomas Byrne then faid, " f fuppofe 
" thof- ■,.x-fri(ndi and gaitkmin ; I fuppofe we all un- 
*' derftand what \\'& :L'.ii met abuiut ?" — " If tJicy wee 
" not," ;iriiwered Duini, "I would not biing them here." 
— " We know the bufmcfs we are met about (fays 
Byrne) ; let us proceed," Various plans were then pra- 
pofed for doing his Lordfhip c:t. Dunn u;i' aied. his ; 
Byrne would have fit lt;dl- a party ^-f nine mounted ; but 
JohnFen.il, with f.mguinary zeal, inliilcd that every per- 
10:1 pnfeiit fliould partake of the foul deed ; and his opi- 
nion was adopted. Another refolution pr' i.d by B\rne 
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then pafTcJ : " that ih-.x? At Icaft Qiould go out di%iu'feJ 
" with loofe conts ar.J bIunJeiiiuffi;s ; and th'.- reft, as 
" yeomen cavalry, to be armeij with piltoJs." 'J'he plan 
of execution was, that " thofcwilh WunJerbufTcs were to 
" come at the back of the carrizge and to fire in; thofe 
" withi the piftols were dien to ride on, am? fire in at the 
" windows, left the fire from behind ffiould not have 
" taken efFc£l ; and as they paiTetl the ft Bl/ridn an J pofliliion 
" tiiey were alfo to difpatch them ; they were ihcn to re- 
" charge their pieces, ride on in a body towards Dublinj 
" v.'j'l keep together, fo as to fjcure their retreat " A new 
oath was then taken, " to be ftaunch and fteady, and true 
" to one another in the bufincfe." When the book came 
<o J"i''" Ferr:d, he cnthuriaftically exclainted, "Ji'ills 
" huiincis mii'ies, il proviiion be made for my f.iinih", I 
" will undertake to .'a him in the ftreets." Several meet- 
ings were afterwards hell on the fubjcc^. ; fur never 
was a murder more delibuatdy planned. Money being 
nccefiary for procuring arms, the chaltman of Ihec.^mmlt- 
tee applii'l to the Baronial Secretary, who referred hini to 
ill-; 1 fiiic: ; and the Sunday after (May 14.) James 
Punn and Pairick Carty were arrefted in the Phuenix- 
paik. Carty had, together with his father (a Ciielf.a 
penfioDcr} been a conltant labourer on Lord Carhampti it's 
dcmcfiiC, and had a houfc rent-free. The day after the 
arrtfl Lord Carhampton vifitcd Dunn in prifoti, !ji the 
hope that he would difcover what was btcoaje of the 
three other afi'aCins, but he received no (atisfaftory anfwcr. 
On his Lo(dihip cxprefling his lurpriz.e that the prifoner 
ihoulii be capable of fo atrocious a deed, the alTaffin iuifwer- 
ed, that " he thought it was a good a£l ; that he had no 
f* perfonai ciflikett>hi^ Lordihip, and would never execute 
" ;.' cicM*^ bui with his jMirtyj that he bud never fuffercd 
.5 «' any 
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" any injury from him ; but tiut he was fworn to execute 
" it, and if he were out of that (the prifon) he would 
" execute it if he could." As to the murdering the poor 
innocent pollfillion, " it virjs to Jo the thing c iQipietcly." 
AfCwT this are we to be furprized at the honid murders 
that have taken place. Lord Carhampton, fbmc time after 
the arrcft of the fon, had an interview wi;h C';.ri'.-, the 
father, aijd Eoid him " that if his fou would givu cxami- 
" nations he was inclined to let him do fo ; and in that 
" cafe he thought his life might be favcd; ai-d hu iLfiivd 
" tJK- father would tell the fon fo." " The fadiLr ii.id, h_- 
" was npprchenfive, that if his fon gave cxamiiiruions, he 
" would be murdirtd." I have dwelt on this example, as 
it was the fubjea of s trial, in which the Attornuv-Gc- 
nerai profccuteJ for the crown, and four counfcl ati.adcJ 
on the part of the prifuner, Mr. Curran, Mr. M'Nally, 
Mr. Greene, and Mr. Emmett, who h:id himfelf bcjn a 
member of the Executive Directory fiom Januarv till the 
beginning of Alay. Such able counfe! and fo public a 
trial wiJi cveir llamp this as an autJicntic document. — (See 
Report of the Trials of Carty and Dunn^ piiblijhed by 
Rid^tway.) 

In June, the captains were infurmccl, that the national 
committee kid been fitting fifteen da)-; bur, as only 
10,000 men of the County of Antrim v.'ould r'.i;., the l,a- 
ilncfs was retarded. The coloncU of the County oi 
Down were imaiiimous for thcrifiiig. In July their hopes 
were buoyed up by an intimation that 75,000 men were 
embarked at the Tcxel for Ireland ; but thcfc were- irre- 
parably broken by the immortal Duncan on the iitliof 
Oiitober.

« the purpofeof REiFCHM. —But they h^ vanifhed, of 
" dircomiiiucd thcif exertions. 'I'he Londo:: CoRaE- 
" spoNDiNC ^SL-rV(/, ajid other focicties in union with it, 
« had rifen upon their ruins." — That England was never 
without friends to Ijbftantul Liberty ; but that the flame of 
Liberty had been for a It-Jig time fmoih^rcd, " till the 
« French revolution again fanned it"^ dying; ember:; into 
« a glow, whicli, cht;y hoped and trufl.d, would never be 
•' cxtingiiiQi^J. — Our numbers (Uy thcv) are inuuenfe,

Eo):hi,;u. who w;;"? accomp:Miicd by Civi/.in Baily and the 
ysu^-.r Binnt. The luttcr, wnn v/a-; mirfwuced to 
Hughes by Qiiigley, laid that \\^ h.-.d dillributcd mofl: of 
th:' printed addrclles, :uul d.iucd to have an ;vddition 
of thtni printed. Acoiruiiigly a thouHind were printed, 
and three guin;;js paid for them by u perl'on of .'.Itait. 

During this nionth a regular military committee was 
appointed by the Executive, " to coiihder and digeft fuch

On the 27th of February it was reported, tliat the 
AfTociaiion had at that time fomteen delegates in France, 
and that there had L'en held in London a meeting of alt 
the dile^atcs of England and ScotlanJ. In March, the 
brotherhood of the province of Luinftcr fuftained a con- 
fidcrablL- fh ck, by the an eft of fome of its leading mem- 
bers ; but oil tht; 25rh of the fame month it appears, that 
" the Provincial Committee of Leinftcr had perfciTtly re- 
«' c.nercJ from the ihock; the}' (the delegates of Lcinfter) 
" were only four day; from tlic time they were taken before 
« they had the whole province in a compit-te ftatc of orga- 
" iiization; the Gdv nimont l:-.d ali;.. tak>.u three of the 
« Executive, but liierc were- three appointed in their place 
" the very evening after they were taken." How truly does 
this demojiflrate Weifhnupi's aOcriion, that vhcn he imce 
has properly organized his bands, he will bid dLnancc to all 
his opponents. 

Another principle of that prototype of rebellion had, 
unfortunately, bsen too well underllocd bv the founders 
of the Irifh brotherhood, and that was to m.ikf thtm- 
felvcs mafters of the education of youth. Many fclujol- 
mafters (as I have been credibly inforrncJ) have fhown 
thcmftlves extremely aflive in the whole courfc of this 
nnfortunate affair. The very f.rft man who was tried 
and executed in Ireland, for fwcarJng-in the deluded fiiia 
ta be true to the French, was a fchool-mafter callcJ Lau- 
rence O'Connor. — The following are exmds fnm his 
papers, and proved on his t,iil : " J, J. B. do fv.car in 
" the prefsncc of Almighty Cod, that [will he true to 
" the prefent Uniud Stahs cf France and Ireland, and

The camp one- carried, and Dublin fallen into the 
hands of the confpirators, we may judge of the life they 
meant to make of their viaory, by the following paflages 
of ;• proclamation found in t";;- p'-fll-ffiun of Mr. Henry 
Slicares, and in the h^nd-writing of Jfhn She.ir>:?, the 
m'.mbiT of the Executive: 

" Irilbmen ! your c^.i;;V!" is fre:, 2nd ycu r.rc nbciit 
" to he aveno^ed. That vile (xovernmcnt, which has fo 
" long and fj cruelly opprelled you, is no more. Some of 
" its m-fl atrccioas msnjiers have alrea/{y -paid tkt fer' 
" fest if iheir livts^ and the rej} are in our hands, — 
« Arifc then, Vnitsd Sons of I'-cland ! Rife like a great 
" and powciful people, determined to be free or die ! — • 
" Ann yourfelvcs hy every means in your power, and

" inaction is cowardice, and the cov/ard Ji^all forfeit the 

" property 
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« proptriy he has not the courage to prot&a: let his aims 
" be fcizcJ, aiiJ transferred to tliofe gallant fpirits who 
« want and will ufc ihcin. Yes, Iriflimen, we fwcar by 
« that eternal juJJice^ in whnfe caufo you fight, that the 
« brave patiiot wlio furvivcs the jircfciU gUirious ftiugglc, 
« *nd the family of him who has f^lai or (ball fall hcre- 
*■' after in it, (hall receive from the h»aJs of a grntt:ful 
« nation ail .i,npk- rccompc.ifc out of that property which 
** the crimes of our enemies have ftirfciLctl into its hands. 
" ;,';..' vc: iiLwifi j-aiear, ts j anijh rMcry with death 
" and infamy .'// 

" As for thofe degenerate wretclics who turn their 
« fwords againft their native country, the national ven~ 
" geance aweits tlum : let tU.m find «s quarter-, unless 
«' tl-.ey fliall prove their repentance by Jpeediiy dcjcrt- 

" ing. — &c. &c. 

« Many military feel the love of liberty glow within 
** their brcafts, and have joined the national ftaiidard. 
" Receive with open arms fuch as fhall follow fo glorious 
<' an example. But for the wretch who turns his f-.vu:d 
« againft his native country, Ut the national -jrH^wwa- 
« be -di/ited en hi\-!, let him find na quarter." — (Irial cf 
Aieffrs. Shtares.) 

The foregoing is more than fufficient to lliow the na- 
mre of this affociatioH. My objcit has not hww to write 
the hiftory of the late rebellion, but merely to ihow tiiat 
its cbjeSly end, and means, were entirely fimilar to that of 
the infcrii.il Sefls dcfcribcd in the Memoirs that have juft 
been bid before the Englifh reader. May my countrymen 
profit of this awful example in Ireland, and guard againft 
t'.c inlidrous progrcfc of that Sei5t in Great Britain !

When wc turn r,ur eyes toward Great Rritain, affo- 
ciations of a fimilar tendency appear; under a great di- 
verfity of names indeed, but all acluated by a Cmilar 
fpirit. Their firfl objcvl was, to captivate the minds of 
the people by means of " le^ures delivered on poiiucal 
" fubjecfs, calckilatcd by ilicir very extravagance to ca:c!» 
" the attention of the audience ; and in the courfe of 
" them every tof>ic was employed that could inflame their 
" minds, alienate them from the laws and conftitution of 
" ih'.:ir country, and hidaituate them to principles of fe- 
" uition and rebellion. The molt violent puWicationi 
" to ilie fame cflecl: were fccrctiy but generally circulated 
" in hand-bilH, both in ihc metropolis and in the renvota 
" parts of the c^ untry. Every point that could atcite 
" liifcontcnf, according to the purfuits, intercfts, or pre- 
" judicc?, of different clafTes, has been fucceffively dwelt 
" on, and alwavs in fuch a manner as to connciS it with 
" the le-.iding dcltgn. 1 he attempt to accomplifh this 
" y.nd has appeared in tlie fhape even of play-bills and 
" fongs; fcditious toaft?, and a ftudied fcicclion of the 
" tunes which have been mt It in ufe in France fmce the 
' Revolution, have bes:n applied to the fame purpofc, of 
" endeavouring to render deliberate incitcmcnis to every 
" fpccics of creafon familiar to the minds of the people." — 
(Eng. 2d Report, p. 20. j — " In the fame manner (fay 
" the confpirators) that a farmer may be roifed by the 
" mcntim of tithes, the Jhaemaicrs may by the exceff.ve 
*' dearnefs of tenth, r, tie inn-keeper by the numerous and 
" unneefffaryfio.':. or/dy, and ALL by a temperate

The aiibciation that took the lead w,a?, the Society

23d of March, 1701, voted thanks to 'I'hrHTias Paine for 
his work on the RiiJiis of \U^. — (Ibl,l%i.) Other 
focieties, fuch as thnfu of ShtffiulJ, Manchclter, kc. p;dtd 
r.milar vote?, tor hi-, having dcmoiiftrated thi rights of 
Tvnyi in :\ m:'.nn:r fo char and convincing. In May, 1792, 
this focictv i'i>h','., tluit a connunicatinn ftould he 
opened v.-i:h m- Juicl'hi U-J> of Paris ; and an acMrefs 
to th-.it cUib was tranfmittcd, figned by the chairman. An 
addrcfs was alfo voted to the National ConvctiLion on tlic 
gth of November, T792, in confcqucncc of the attack of 
the lOth of Augiift on the French Monarch, %ting ths 
Convention '■'■fervants of the fivirngn people, and hc- 
" nefaaon of mankind. The benrfiti (they fay) iviU in 
« part he ours., but the glory %viil be all your own ; and 
« it is the reward of your i>erfcvcr4ncc ; it is the prize 
« of virtue-."— '//'.v/. 24J 

Another affociation, calling itfelf tuf. London Cor- 
responding Society, wa^ infHtuted in January, 1792. 
It immediately formed a clofe conneraion with the Society 
for Coi.flitiitional Information; on the 12th Oclobcr, 
1792, it framed nn addrefc to the French Coiivemion ; the 
deputies who prefcntcd it, " after pointing out their wifhes 
" to effsfft in tiiis country a revoluti.oii fitnilar So that 
" made in France, confider the example of France as 
" having made revilutisns eafy ; adding, chat it would not 
" be extraordinary, if in a fhort ipacc of time the French 
" fliould fend addrcffes of congratubtion to a NatioKal Cuts- 

" ventiott 
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«« vtMtion nfEnglanJ; at\d the prefident in his n rawer fay«, 
** themomsnt, vvithoui: doubt, approaches wJicntiie Fruich 
« will bring congratulations to the Natianal Canveniion 
«' <f Great Britain:' — (Ibid. 25.) The fraternal em- 
brace and die honours of the fitting were the natural 
recompenfe of fuch patriotic declamation. The fanguinarj 
Bajrrere, St. Andre, and the infolent Roland, were de- 
clared honorary meinberfi, and the fpeechcs of the two 
former on the trial of Louis XVI, were entered on the 
books of the fociccy. 

Various ibcietirs were now formed in different parts of 
England, all correfpondlng with thofe in London, as their 
centre. FLefoiim in parliament, univcrfal fulFrage, andannud 
eic£Uon5, were the obje£ts held out to the ovcr-crcdulous. 
Scon we find ihe Landon Society far constitution ai. 
iNFORMATioK aiid thc LinJon CoRREsro^fDI^;o So- 
ciety in clofc connexion with, and aflualiy dirctfllng, 
fimilar Ibcieiicsi at Hertford; at Cambridce; in 
Norfolk, at Norwich \ at Leicester; in War- 
wiCK.-'^EiiRE, at Csventry and Birmingham; at Not- 
TiNCiiiAM ; in Derbyshire at Derby and Be/per ; in 
Che.";h:ire, at Steckpirt; in LANtAsiiiRE, at Liverpool 
and Mar.chefitr ; in Yorkshire, in the Weft-Riding, 
at Shrffiehl., LeeJr, Bradfcrd., HaUifax, Huddersfelfl, and 
Wakefield; in NuRTHUMberland, at NtUicaJlle upsu 
'T'jnc, &c. AfTociations were alfo formed at Bristol. 
With rcfpeil to Scotland, Edinkurgh appears to have 
been the central point fof that country, corrcfponding 
with London. In thc interior of Scotland, ajid utidcr its 
d!rc(5tion, we find many towns, fuch as Leith, Dundee^ 
Perth, Stirling, Kilfyth, Kerkiritulisch, G/ufgeur (which 
alfo rorrefponded with London) Paifley, Straihavcn, Dal- 
htitb, 5.'c, The fame, rules of proceeding, and for fub-

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flividing tbc focictles, arc to b2 traced again. But rtothing 
can better illuftratc the nature of thcfc affociations than 
that of SliL'fflcld. 

This aiTociation, they tell us (Appendix D.) thetrtfelves, 
" originarcJ in an aft'embly oi five er fix mtchan'us^ who 
" by tlicir niTC'.ins at Rime f-rie of their houfes, and con- 
« vfrfing absui the emrmiius hi^h price of prsvifwns ; the 
« groS abufcs this nation labours under from the 011- 
" bovtrtded author'.tv of the Munopilifirs oF all raiiks,/rtf« 
" the KING is the peasa>"t ; the wafte and lavifli oF tiic 
" public property by placemen, penfioncrs, luxury, and 
" debauchcrv, fources of the greivous huribcns under 
« which the nation groans; together with the mock re- 
" prelcntatiun of the p-v-ople ; — thcFe being the Fubjcds 
" of their converFation, thry comluiled^ that nothing but 
" DARKKESS and IKKORANCE JH the people could fuffer 
" the rights of every freeman is be thus violated." 
They then invited their neighbours to deliberate on this 
patriotic difcovery; they reprinted an edition of i6co 
copies of Paint's Rights if Alan, and fold it at fixpcncc, 
to enlighten ihcir fei low-countrymen. They ftyle ihem- 
■felves the Society for ConftitutionaJ Information, write 
up to London, on the 1 5t!i of Jaruziry, 1 792, to requeft 
the favour " oF forminji a connc6tion with all the like 
" focieties in England, and efpccially with thofe or fome 
" of them in London, thy Thatchcd-licufe, the Lundgn- 
" tavern, or others, and humbly Folicit their advice and 
" afliftance in the sccomp'i filing thereof, in erder to /srm 
" our refelvesfimilar is theirs; bccauFc, as we arc actua- 
** ted by the same ctiufe and principle^ and all our in- 
" tcrdU being cw, onr fentiments ought and mujl be the 
"■ fam.'" In about four months after, they inform the 
Lpndon Society, that " not only their large and populous 
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« town, but the wMe neigblaurhoyJ for many m'ks rdun:! 
« about, have an attentive eye upon them j and that mol! 
" of the towns and villages were forming themfclvcs inttJ 
" fimilar afiaations, ftriHh opyin^ after us." They 
alfo decJarc their objea to be, " a radical heform ef 
" the Country a<i foon as prudence and difcritian would 
" permit, and eftabliflicd on that fyftcm which is canfif- 
" tent with the rights of man." They rcquefl that cer- 
tain mimbers of their afTccKition may be admitted to thtf 
London meeting, which now becomes ths rcffulatin,; cdm- 
mittec, that " a more clofe connexion might be formed 
" and communication be maintained," for the cxtenfion of 
*' ufeful knowledge from/fliy«^i> village^ and from village 
" to town, until the whole nation be fufficiently enliirh- 
*' tened and united in the fame caufcy which cannot f.ill of 
** being the cafe wherever the moft exccllent^orks of 
" Thomas Paine find reception." Should any pcrfon 
wifli to be convinced, that all t'lefc, as well as the Iri!h 
focieties, were fi;)rmed on Wciftiaupi's corrcfpondinT fcale, 
let him attend to the improvement which the Sheffield 
people were about to adopt at the end of the 4th month, 
arid after this offspring of the difcontonted mechanics had 
correFponded with London: "It is certainly (they f.u') 
" the bell way rf mansginjr brje bodies, as in grc.it and 
" populous towns; viz. dividing them into fnull bodies 
*• or meetings of ten pcrfons each, and thofe ten to ao- 
•* point a delegate. Ten of thcfe delegates form another 
" meeting, an 1 t.t on, delegating from one to another, 
" till at laft they are reduced to a proper number for ron- 
•* ftituting the Csmm/V/*/ or Grand Council." Aftsr 
this, it is really ufelefs to trouble my reader with any 
thing more on the nature or principles of the F^ceties </ 
Gfeat Britain. Wc find fjbfcriptioni carried ;)n for rh- 
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defence of the profccution commenced again ft Thomas 
Paine. THl- Scotch Societies agree with thofc of Enc;- 
hnd to hold a Conveiuioii, which, though not general from 
Engknd, met in OA-b.^r, 179^- — (Appendix F.) —A 
letter was there read from the four imitcd f icictics ot Ire- 
land. Citi7.cns Hamilt.n Rswan ant) Shnsn Ba//fr attended 
from Dublin, hMtwere not daU fated; however, the latter 
inaJc a report to the convention on the ftate of Ireland. 
Margarot, a London delegate, faid, " The fucieties in 
" London are very numerous;, though fumcwhat fluclu.i- 
« tin-T. Ill fume parts of England whole towns ?sc n:- 
« farmers; SheiEcld and its environs have 50,000.— 
■•' In Norwich there arc jofocieties in one. — IF we could 
«' get a convention "t" England and Scotland called, wc 
■' mi'jht rcprcfent /.v or fi-jen huttdrtd tboufaad m3.\c%, 
" which is a majority of all the adults in the kingdom ; 
" and mi.'iidry would not dare to relufe U5 our rights." 
"J1iey had held faurt.ni fittings, when the magillrates 
thou-;ht proper to put a 0>p to it and arrcft fume of the 
mcmKTS; others ap^d the conduct of ihc tiers eiat at 
VerfaiUes, when ordeicd to difpcrfc, and adjourned from 
place to place ; hajipily, however, they did not fjcceeJ. 
All their f.>rms, and even their modes of fpcech, were 
fbrvilcly copied from the Fre.-.ch. AUer the numerous 
adherents that ihcy had f.-duccd, it is natural to think that 
the teachers of tht SeS thought i: imc to bind tie msn- 
JiiTi who dared oppofe tliem ; to effeauate this P'kcs 
were forged in different parts of Great Britain. « A 
" plan (writes the fecrctary of the Sheffield focicty, in

Meanwhile ScotlanJ had 
made ftjch progrefs, that the brethren there not only began to 
srrn with pikes, hue alfo turned their minds towards aiSting ! 
'liic p'^>t was fortunately difcovereJ. A fhc-riff 's officer 
■Wviit ;o ft'arch liic ht^ufe of a Mr, JVatt, for fome goods 
which were funpolid to hav.; been fjcretcd, as belonging 
to r. bnn'criipt of th? nrme of Niclfan-, and who has fince 
commenced preacher in En^iiand. in this fearch he fjiiiiJ 
fome pikes ; and in a fccond (mr.dc in the fame WLck, (.n 
the 15th of M.iy, ^794) many more were difcovered in 
a clofet.

that no Il'IS ihan 4000 pikes h?.d been oniered for Pcrtii, 
b>.'fide thofe wanri d for Edinburrh. Ii wns farther difco- 
veredj that this //';f/ v;;' a m.xr^c'c oi \.\\c Committee ef 
tf^ays and Alcati! delegated fiom the remnants cf the 
convention ; that he h.id in this committee read a plan 
" For feir-ing on the Lord Juftice Clerk, the Lo.'-ds of 
" SefHcn, and the Lord Provufl. A fire waS to be li-'ht- 
'■' cJ at the Excifc, and when the foldicrs were coming 
" down the people were to fall on them and feize the 
*' Banks," As foon as this had fuccecded, a proclama- 
tion was to be- iflued, "Dcfiring all farmers not to remove 
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" their grain unJer paii\ of deatli, ai-.d all gentlemen not 
" to go tliree miles from ihcir houfcs." This ^rflni 
plan was ccmrauivcatcd to llic Societies by means of tra- 
velling adepts, who had a certificate authorizing them to 
call at" the Societies. It was not figned, but feals were 
rvttrxhcd to ihe cnmmiflion. The plan executed, and the 
<■<■ Arifhcrots fti^d!" couiiers were to be fent to the 
country with the news. In lValt\ houfc were alfo found 
the tvi>csof the hand-bill contained in Appendix A. No. I. 
and dited Dundee, April I2, 1794, which was diftrlbutcd 
among the Fencibles, to ftir them up to rcvolL The 
manner of diftributing them is worthy of remart,as being 
common U England as well as to Scotland, Dciunie., who 
was alfo 3. member of the Commiitce of "Ways and 
Means, and who w^ conviacd with If^aii, after giving 
fomc to a perfon who was to diftribute them, " dt;fired 
•* him to throw the parcel on the floor ; and if any bodjr 
*' afked him where he got it, he might Ciy he found it." 
A fliort time after, thefc hand-bills found their way to 
the foldiers in garrifon at DJkcith. — (See ilje Trhih ef 
JFatt and Downie, in Augnjl and Sepumher, 1794..; 

On the 12th of April, 1797, England witncffed the 
awful ficfht of its ilect in open infurredion. Here, as on 
land, we find oaflis of fecrecy and of union, dulcgatcs, 
and accord of fyftem pervading the" whole mutiny. At 
Portfmouth it wjs happily quelled, in a great liegree, b/ 
the 20th of April; forac flraggling fiiips would indeed 
fliow fymptoms of revolt, from time to time, both there 
and at Plj-mouth : at length the great muti;iy at the Nort 
broke out on the illh ?/ -T/<.)', and v-'as Ecit fuppreflcd till 
the month of June. Many of the mutineers were brought 
to trial J and Parker, their leader, was hanged on the 301I1 
ef June. No authentic document appeared on thcf^' trials, 
6 indeed. 
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indeed, that could conncft this mutiny with the fccret 
focictics on I.ind ; but, if we look to date;, it will be 
evident that the Cerrefpsndiig Seiitty did not view this 
infurre£lion of the fleet with an indirfercnt eye. I hero 
allude to the pajwrs that appeared on the triul of a man 
of the name of Fellnurs, who had been a journeyman 
carpenter before he took to the patriotic line ; he was 
fried at Ma!Jft(»n2 on the 13th of Majch, 179S (his 
trial having been defcricd at his own rcqucft) and fen- 
tenccd to two years imprifonment. The account of the 
tranni£Vifiii given by the prifon-.T, as appeared in evidence, 
is as fellows: " That he lodged at a Mr. Wratten's 
" hrufe In Maidft >ne ; that a parcel came thereon the 
« i8/£ of May ^ 1797 (the fleet in ful! mutiny) directed 
" to Mr. Wraiten, hy a Charing-crnfs coach. The wife 
*' opcnt-d the parcel ; and, as Mr, Wrattcn was from home, 
" he (Feliowes) told the wife, that the papers it con- 
" tained beloiiged to one of the focietics; there was to 
" be a meeting, he told her, on that night at the Ri^fe 
« and Crown j that he would carry them there, and take 
" the fenfc of the meeting. He accordingly did fo ; read 
" one of them, and .none of the (Iwicty made any ob- 
« je£ticjn. He then laid them on ihe table, and the 
•* members of the fociety helped them/elves as they thought 
« proper " (or, perhaps, found them, as was the cafe 
with the hand-bilts in Scotland). Some of the bills were 
carried from this meeting to anoth-.-r divifion of the fo- 
ciety, fitting at the Cajlk Inn, under the pretence of 
knowing whether they were legul ; but, whether legal or 
not, they were diftributed before morning among tlie foJi 
diers then at Maidftonc. The paper began thus : — " To 
*' the Britiih Army: — Comrades, are we not men ? Is it 
" not high time we fliould prove we know ourfcivcs to 
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K be fuch ? Arc we aay where r.-fpcaed as men, and 
" why are v.-e nv.t r Have not wronc iwiions of difci- 
« pliiwlcdus to our p.efcnt dcfpifcd coiidiilon ? Is there 
« a man among us v.ho dnc-. «ot wifh to defend h,s 
« country, and who would not willin.^ly t'-° " ^''^'^""'^

" the country — Be fober^ — Be ready." The whole of this 
trial took place in prefence of feveral of the memb.Ts < f 
the Correfpoiiding Society of Maidflonc ; and after the 
fentence cf two vcars imprifonment was palled on Fel- 
lowcs, and that he was raking from the bar, frme of his 
friends confolcd him by faying, " Two years ! ih.tt is a 
" long while ; but Buonaparte will be here before that." 
However, this vapnuiing dmclcon is little to be dread- 
ed by Britons. 

Hand-biils of the farn« nature were difpcrfcd among 
tlic army in other parts, and particularly in London; but, 
iike true foldiers, they only anfwercd by offering rewards 
(colleacd fiom their pay) for the difcovery of the mif- 
creants who had conceived fo mean an opinion of them as 
to think they could be feditced from thtir duty. A par- 
cel of hand-bilis, in the very terms here mentioned, was 
thrown into the ftables of the Second Rejinient of Hof!e 
Guards, between the hours of one and three in tiie morn- 
inp-, but was treated with the contempt it defcrved.

They have fccn many other plots l.iid (but fortunately 
difcovcreJ) to murJur the officers and give up the fliips to 
the enemy. Looking bacic to the oath adminifieretJ to the 
military in Ireland, " ta be true to the French," and the 
plans agrcd upon " to murder their oiEcers and dvliver 
the arms up to the towns- people," the reader will not ba 
fo much at a lofs to judge whtnce fuch atrocious plots 
could arifc, or what (A^ p>-egrefs sf the brotherhood 
in the fiefts can mean, God forbid, that I fliould men- 
tion this with any idea of reproach to thofc gallant men 
who have fir.ce fo glorjoufly tibl iterated every ftain that 
could have attached to their condu£l during the mutiny.

Did (yraphants ever beg more earncftly for the pluntL-r 
and devaftatioin of their fellow-countrymen ; f-r thiy 
could no loneer plead ignorance of the views of the 
Frcjich ? Colnntl Tate had miidc his dcfcent on tha 
eoaft of Wales the 22d of February, 1797, and his in- 
ftru8ions, figned by Hoche, * the faithlefs conqueror of 
Qi^iiheron, ordered him " to execute a coup dc main on. 
"■ Briftol ; " for its dcftruaion was " of the very !afl: 
" importance, and every poflible effort fliould be made to 
" accomplifh it," on account of its riches and commerce.
